VI. Ohfer')>ations on the Clajs of Sweet Taftes^ made hy 
comparim^ the Tafies of Sweet Plants with Monjieur 
U Emery '.$• Chymicd Andyfis of them^ in his Trea* 
tife ofDrvgs^ hy Sir ]i}hn Floyer. 

IObfcrvc that by our TafTe u'e may difcern all the Chy- 
mical Principles in Plants before their dirnllarion, and 
that for v/niu: ot a due cbfervadoa-of their Taftes, Mr 
V Emr^y has not fully dcfcribed the Chymical Principles 
which Phnfs do yield in Diftillation. 

All Watery Plants 'Va^w their Phlegm as well to the 
Tafte as in Diftilladon 5 and in all, cry woody Taftes we 
obfervc the Jiartfa, as well i?s wc ciui by tlie Chymical 
AnalyCs. 

By the Mucil'jge and Gummynefs, or Oily Tafte, 
we diftinguiQ-i tb.e'OyI of Plants^ as well as by Diftilla- 
tion- 

The Aronjatical Smell fnews us the vDhrciJjty of the Oyl 
and Sdl? of Plants, snd-by tlse fostidncfs we alfo know that 
the Oy] and Salt are in a volatile ftate. 

By the acriniony 2.nd pungency we know, that there is a 
Volatile Salt in Plants, and by rheir burning tafte we iind 
there is a Corrodve Salt m them. 

By a rrnde rougl? Acidity we obferve the Tartar,, or 
effenrial Salt of Plants 5 bnr if the Acidity be of a Vinous 
fmell, v/e obCrve that 'tis of middle ftate of Digeftion, 
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and may be called a Vinous Tartar, and the Crude Tartar 
an Acerb Tartar, but if the Tartar had a pungent fmell, 
then 'in a Volatile Tartar, or Acid Acrid, Tartar* 

I will next defcribe the principles obfervable in Sweet 
Taftes, and their feveral Clafles, but muftfirftobfcrvc tliat 
Sweet Taftes (hew their Oyl by their flimy fmoothn^ fs.and 
their Tartar is evident in their extrafts, as in the Juice of 
Liquorifh. 

1. The Grafs fweetens ^r^/^e« caninum have much ef- 
fential Salt and moderate Oyl, Juncm eqmfdum^ amndo^ 
tjphuy nymphsa^ are all of the Rulh kind, fweet and rough, 
and (bme of them have more Oyl, others more Acid, and 
that the moft crude have more Oyl than Tartar. 

2. The Corn Sweets, as Barley, Rye, Wheat, Oats, 
Rice, Millet, have much Oyl and effential Salt, and a lit- 
tle Volatile : So Bread yields Oyl and Eflential and Vola- 
tile Salt. 

Note, that Fermentation or the Fire produces the Vola- 
tile Salt, by exalting the Tartar into a Volatile Salt 5 and 
the flimy mealinefs in Corn fupplies the Oyl. Tragopogom 
and Scorzonera are referable to the Grafs, and contain 
much Oyl, and eHential Salt, 

g. The Subacrid Sweets,as Rampions^ campanula^ tracheli* 
nm, contain much Oyl and eflential Salt, but the Acrimony 
in thefe Plants (hews a Volatile Salt not defcribed bv the 
Chymift. 

4; The Ferns contain Oyl and Effential Salt, as Polypo* 
dy ; but the Acrid principle is not obferved by the Chy* 
mift, nor the fragrancy in Harts Tongue. Ofmunda and the 
Capillaries have more Oyl than Salt, becaufe more mucilagi- 
nous and crude. 

5- All the Leguminous flimy Sweets have more Oyl than 
Tartar, but all much ot both, as Broom, Ononis^ Aquile* 
gia, fiimaria, Afparagus, mfcm^ thaliffrum, polygonatum 9e- 
nay gdega^ lathjrm^ luteola^ periciymenumy gljciriza, pfjUi^ 
um, much Oyl and Volatile or Effential Salt* 
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Beans and Peas and Lentils have alfo a Volatile Salt and 
lens aqmtica. Note, that fince there is no Acrimony in 
rhefe Seeds, the Volatile Salt is produced by the Fire 

The Aromatic Legumens, as Melilotas^ have an exalted 
Oyl, and eflcntial Salt. 

Periclymcnum is defcribed to have only effential Salt and 
Oyl, but fin^^ there is an Aromatic Oddr in the fiavour, 
and a great Acrimony, tiiere muft be fome degree oi Vola- 
tile Salt in it. 

Fcnagreke and Meadow Trefoyl have much Oyl and lit- 
tle Sal t.and fo has Q^hicglojfum pinguicula e^ confolidd regain. 

6. The fweet Nuts, as Almonds, have much Oyl and 
eflential Salt, but the bitter have more Salt than the 
fweet Almonds, therefore 'tis probable that the Tartar a- 
bounds more in all bitters, and that Tartar is the effect of 
a higher digeftion, and the crudeft Taftcs, as Styprics, 
Sweers and Slimes have leaft of it. So Chefnuts and 
Beech-nuts have much Oyl and little Salt. Fil herds are 
defcribed to have ellcntial Salt, and a little Volatile as well 
as Oyl 5 but it feems no probability that one may have \i^ 
and none in any of the other. 

7. The Sweet Acid or Vinous Taftes have much Oyl and 
eflcntial Salt, as Prunes, Cherries, Strawberries,- Rasber- 
fies. The variety ot the Taftes ot thefe Fruits fnews the 
different digeflions and mixtures, tho the principles are the 
fame. 

The Sweet Vifcous Fruits, as Sebeftens, have Jittle ef- 
fential Salt, and much Oyl. 

8. The Sweet Aromatic Burning Taftes QO':\t<xm a Vola- 
tile Salt and Oyl, as Schenanthus^ Ginger, Zed-Oary, 
Cubebs, Cardamums, Vaynillas^ contrayerva calamus arc^ 
maticHs '^ but thefe following are miftaken by ih^ Ciiymiff, 
who fay thsit Cojhs amarus^ dulck^ cyperus^ galanga. Orris, 
have a Volatile Oyl, but elfennal Salt only, tor Oxx\% is 
Acrid and Aromatic as well as the reft, and therefore there 
3$ both Volatile Salt and Oyl in them, and aifo an ellcntial 
Salt froni.their fweetnefs. 9, The 
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9. The fweet Acrid Aromaticks of the Farnil Clals have all a 
Volatile Salt and a Volatile Oyl, as Angelica, Lovage, Parlly, 
Meum, Dill Note, The Leaves and Roots of fenil conrain a 
Volatile Oyl and Eflential Salt, the Seed a Volatile Oyl and Sait ^ 
but lince the Roots and Leaves have a pungent Tafte, there is alio 
a Volatile Salt in them, tho the Chymift do not obierve it. 

All the parts of Carraways have the odor of Punaifes, except 
the Seed ^ from whence I may infer, that the foetid Plants have 
the fame principles as the Aromatics, viz. a Volatile Oyl and 
Salt -5 and this is confirmed by other foe rids which have them, as 
Rue and Ajfafcetida^ and Vulvaria. Feucedanum is defcioed ofr 
a bitter acidTafte, with the odor of Pitch, and muft have a Vola- 
tile Salt, tho V Emery defcribes only its eflential Salt and Oyl : 
So in Smallage he defcribes only the eflential Salt and Oyl, but 
its Acrid Tafte manifefts the Volatile Salt, 

10. The Sweet Gums, as Manna, Sarcocolla, contain much 
Oyl and efljbntial Salt ^ tho Honey and Sugar have more eflTential 
Salt than Oyl ^ by which we may obferve how much eflential Salt 
as in all Sweets, and why they are apt to turn fowre, and ferment ^ 
and from fuch fweet Gums all fweet Plants have their Acid and 
Oyl upon Diflillation. 

11. Ci trulls, Melons, Gourds, Cucumbers, which are bittei: 
Sweets, and very mucilaginous, contain much Oyl and little Salt, 

Since the whole Clafles of Sweet Plants contain an Oyl and Ef 
fential Salt, fome morefome lefs of both, the Vertues of the feve- 
ral Iweet Taftes can never be explained by the Chymical Princi- 
ples, and no new Virtues by them is difcovered -, therefore all the 
advantage we have obtained by thefe Chymical Diitillations isonly to 
ihew the nature of Sweetnefs in general,bydifcoveringthe principle^ 
contained in fweet Plants,and this is a greater advantage to NatLfral 
Philofophy than to Phylick, to which the tafting of Plants is mor 
ufefuL 

By the Tafte we diftiilguifh the Sweets into their feveral ChK(^%^ 
and we difcern tempers and digeftion, and mixture of their prijici- 
ples, and :hence eafily guefs at their effects in Animals, and b^ 
the Tafte we diftinguifh the different .ftate of both the O'/l ai^d 
Acid in Plants of diiFerent fweet Taftes^ whereas the Chymiits 
obferve no difference of the Tartar Acid, whether it be Acerb, or 
Vinous, or Volatile ^ nor of the fweet Oyls from the bitter and 
flimv,

By the Tafte we diftinguifh the Acrid and the Acid Salts, which 
mix indiftillation^ and they are not well dlftinguifhcd by the 
C':hymifts* 

i'Jy the Tafte we difcern when the Frre makes nem^ products and 
mixtures, not naturally iound in Plants ^ for in Corn, Beans, 
Peas, Bread, Fire produces a Volatile Salt not obfervable in them 
before : /did a Volatile Salt is drawn from the lees of Wine by 
the Fire I and Leven yields alio a Volatile Salt ^ whereas bvfbre 
in Com only anOyl and Acid were obferved -, and 'tis probable 
that the Tartar is Volatilized, both by the Fermentation and the 

C/iiee is a Bean by its Tafte and Cods, and acquires a Volatile 
Salt by roalling^ but V Emerj only irentions itsOyl and fixed 
Salt nnon Diliill tion, but the fixed Salt is the eiFe£! of Fire, and 
its virtue depends on the Volatile. 

"No iHoie Chvmiitry is neceflliry for the dilcovery of the fhyfi- 
cal Vercues of Plants, than to make DecocVions of them in fair 
Water, arid to ol.feive the Taftes and other fenfible qualities of 
thofe Decf ctions, and from them to take the natural hints for the 
t*yai of their Virtues on Animal Bodies. I will confine my felf tQ 
the Chdsof Sweet laftes, and give an account of feveral Decovli- 
ons made in all the fpecies of^ fvi'eet Plants, and add f>ime Taftes 
I had not formerly defcri bed fully, and luch reafons as induced me 
to p' xe them in the Clafs of Sweet Plants. 

1 nope thefe objections againft Decoftions, that the Volatileparts 
exp're, and the mucilage difTolving in the Water obf cures the 
Tafte : I therefore do confefs, that Plants are beft tafted in their 
naiural ftate to difcover all their Vertues, bur thefe Decoftions do 
he!p to confirm our Taftes, and difcover the great variety of Me- 
dicines which may be made from Sweet Taftes. Note, that all 
Deco8:ions muft fee tafted cold. 

J Defer iption of the Tafies and other fenji Me qualities in 

the DeccBims of Plants of the Sweet clafs, 

I. TpHe Grafs Sweets, under which are contained ill forts of 
J Grafles and Rufh^, Reeds and Corn 5 I refer J\ympbcd 
Aim to the Rufhes, both for its figure and talle, which is crude 
and ftyptic, with- a bitteriftneis in the Seed -, but the fiowers are 
Jike Lillics of a fweet fmelL and mucilaginous, fmcer, ftvDtic in 
Tafte- ■' 
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I boyled Horfe-tayl a handful in a pmt of Water, and I found 
the Decoftion to talle vtry Scyptic with a bitter) fhnefs, and tie 
Decocl'on looked like Small Beer, the Tafte being like Rifhes : 
I concluded it to be of the fame Clafs, The Styptic Virtue is ufc- 
fui for all Fluxes. 

Flantago aquatica boyled in Water gave a Cauitic yVcrid Tafte, 
joyned with a crude rulli Tafte ^ the Deco'Slion was greenift and 
pale. This Cauftlc Acrim.ony is ufeful in the Scurvy and Dropsy. 
It is aranunculm^ by its capitula e chinch a ^ as well iS by its Xcii- 
monv. 

'Kymph<za lutea has a fweet Aftringent lufcre in the FluwcrSj 
with an Acrid lineli like Creffes. 

A Reed 's of a fweet biaer and mucilasfinous Tafte, it abfccr^-es- 
by the oitter without Acrimony, and cools by the Mucilage Sub- 
acrid Styptic, bv which tis a Rufh. 

Sagtttara is Sweet, Subacrid and Scyptic, by which it is a Ruflu 

Alga Marina is Subacrid and Sweet, and fomething Styptic. \ 

Fucus is of a fwee. Saltilh Tc^fte. 

The Palm-Tree is Sweet and Styptic, and becaufe of this Tafte 
and. Its folia aruniimcea^ I refer it to the fweet Styptic ^ a fweet 
Vinous Juice ftows fi:om its Bark behig wounded, the Imma- 
ture Fruit is very Styptick,.but the mature fweet,. vifcid, vinouSjand 
i ubaftringent, proper for Fluxes. 

Wine, Vinegar and Sugar are made fronv the fweet Juice. 

The Infpiffite juice of the Palm Tree is the Terra Japonica:^ 
ivhofe fubltance is gummofe, and of a bitterifh Styptic Tafte, and 
alfo of a fweet Tafte, and of a grateful odor. Boy 1 1] o^ Terr a 
Japanica in tbj of Water, and fweeten it for a Gpugh or Loofenefs* 

Leven is obTerved by JEtlm to be cool by its acidity, to be hot 
being putrid, and alfo to have fome Virtue fi:om the Salt and Flow- 
er. He obferves that Beer is hotter than Barley, and becaufe of 
its putrifaclion 'tis of an ill juice ^ and he alfo obferves, it'^ 
Windinefs depends on the. Air included in it •, and the Waterilh 
Beer and the Acid is cooling. 

AH thefe Virtues, were dlfcovered by the fenfible qualities of 
Leven and Beer, without Chymiftry. And we. may obferve that 
what we call FermentiAtion in. them, was called by JFAim a Pu- 
trifaction. We have rectified the notion, and given it a new name, 
but the. Antients knew the nature and efFe£fs of Fermentation as^ 
w^ell as the Modems *, and 'tis that which gives the different ftates 
of the principles in Phints, aad the feveral ftates are beft.dilcov^r- 
ed by our Tafxes and Scjices. f bovK 
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I boyled Crramen /pica fecaiina^ and the Deco8:ion was of a 
rvrcec, iTiucilaglnous and ityptic Tafte. 

The Roots oi'Grais have Ibmei'hing of Acrimony and AfiTiclion, 
but the Decoftion taltes ftnooth and fvveetifh. The green Leaves 
of Grafs are fweet and frypric. The Decoction of the -Water was 
of a paie coiour. 

The Seed.< of Grafs are more diuretick and binding, I made a 
Decoclion of them, which refembled Water-grueL 

Paronychia foliis riitacek muft be referred to the Grafles, be- 
caufe oi its fweecnels. 

^. Quere whether Kapunculus be not of the Sweet Clafs, 
becaufe the whole Plant is Sweet and Milky, and for that botharc 
given to Nurfes to increafe Milk. The Roots of the tampions 
are fbmething ftyptic and coolings and proper againft Infiamations. 

Scorzonera and Tragopogon are referrable to the Grafles, becaufe 
of their geniculate Stalks, their Grally Leaves, fweet Taftes and 
Milky Juice, the Decoftion wasfmooth aftd of a pale colour. 

Trachelium is alfo Sweet, Milky, Subacrid, and Bitterifh, of the 
fame clafs. 

3. The fweet mucilaginous and crude Lychnis^ the decoclion of 
Affine^ is fw-e^tifh and mucilaginous, the colour pale like Small 
Beer. I could obfen^e no aflringency in Alfine. I boyled |j in a 
pint of Water, it hath a cooling and moyftning quality like com- 
mon Lychnis. Diofcorides fays, Chickweed being bruifed has the 
■fmell of a Cucumber. 

All the common Lychnis's are bitter fweets.and them I ihall re- 
fer to the clafs of Bitters, tho their joynted Stalks and Sweetnefs 
may juflly place them here, yet their chief Phyfical Virtue is from 
-their Bitternefs. 

4. The Sweet Bitterifh Styptic, and Subacrid Fern. 

I boyled |j of Fern Roots in tfej of Water to half, the Tafte was 
Tery Styptic and Bitterifh, the Colour Citron. 

The Mucilage and Stypticity make Fern an excellent Vulnerary, 
and Styptic in all Fluxes ; the young Buds rubbed in the Fingers 
iwell fbmething like a Kernel, or the Laurel fmell. 

Dryopteris is defcribed Aftrlngent and Sweet, Acid and Bitterifh. 

liemionitis has both Aflringency and Bitternefs. 

Adiauthum albu?n & nigrum are Sweet and Styptic,and fince Ex- 
perience fhews thefe to be good Peflorals, the other Ferns have 
the fame Peftoral Vertue/ as Vulneraries. 
Merniaria is defcribed as a Styptic. 

In 
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In Aiianthum there is fomething odorate JL' Emery. 

Polypody is Bitterifti, Sweet and Aftringent, Naufeous and Sub- 
acrid and Slimy^ it purges by this Tafte both Choler and Flegm. 

I boy led Hares JTongue Ij^in fej of Water to half ^ it was of the 
colour of S ma'* ^ 
tic^ with an Ai 

Cordial Vertue, joyned with Stypticity and Macilage^ by which 
'tis proper for hot Hypochondriacs. 

The Roots of 0/k^;ii^ are of a Subacrid and Bitterifh Tafte, 
belides the Aftringency, by which they open, but the Aftringency 
much hinders that efFeft. 

5. The Sweet, Acrid^ Aromatics and Foetids, the Roots have 
more Sweetnefs and' Aromatic Acriipony than the Leaves, which 
are more crude •, the Seeds have moft Aromatic Acrimony. 

The Seeds oiSilcr montanum have an ungrateful fmell like 
Cummin, and a Bitterifh Tafte. 

feucedanum is Bitter and Sweet. The Green Leaves of Corian- 
der are foetid like fmaifes. 

Laferpitlum is Acrid, Aromatic in Smell, and of a Sweet, Acrid^ 
Aromatic Tafte. 

Saropire is^of an Acrid Aromatic Tafte^ and the Smell of 
Small age. 

Cumin is Acrid, Aromatic and Bitterifh^ and of a.difagreeable 

Smell. 

Dracumulus Uortenfis is fweet like Anis, 

ferula has an ungrateful Aromatic Odor, 

The Seed oiMeum is bitter. 

Cachrys is Bitter, Acrid, Aromatic. 

Cancalh and Daucm agree in Virtue and Tafte, 

Samfragiafratenfis\a%z^mi^ooi^ Sweet and Acrid ^ the 
Leaves are moft Aromatic, and the Seeds ^ it refembles the Tafte 
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The htv^tiolGingiimm are of a difagreeable ftrong fmell,and 

the Roots bitter. 

Toriylmm is Sweet, Aromatic, gravi oiore. 

Fercfpier is like Chervil, and fo is PeBe^ Venerk. 

1 refer the Umbells to the Graffes, becaufe of their Sweetnels 
and Joynted Stalks. Our Botanifts have omitted the iweet Tafte in 
fome of them, which are bitter. Moft of them are of an Aroma- 
tic Smell and Tafte, but fome.are foetid, virofe and fervid in 

their Tafte. 
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Smyrn'tumRoot has the fmell of Myrrh^ wirh a Bitter A cT; J 
T^lte, and it helps the Urhieancl theMenfes l:ke it. 

The colour of the Specifick Juice is various j JhyjfeUnum d\\6 
Sefeli praterfe have a Milk : The Ferula's are Milky, or lu\'e a 
Saffron colour : Their Juices make S agape num and Ga/hanmi. 

The Juice of the Root of Peucedanum is reddlfh, and is called 
Qj)oponax oiore piceo vhfo. 

The Root oxSyphondylium has aSaffl'on coloured Juice^of a foetid 
and bitterllli Talte. 

Tis obfervedthat fome Seeds grow bitter by the fault of the 
foyl in which they grow. All of this clafs have a Volatile Oyl 
and Acrid Salt, by which they are diuretic, carminative, and 
pectoral, alfo by their fweetnefs, Emmenagogue, if foetid* 

I boyiedParfley Roots jj in'fej of Water, to half, the Tafte was 
Sweet, and Acrid, Aromatic, the Colour pale. 

Tiie Roots o^MeKm are Acrid, and fmell ftrong ^ too much of 
it offends the Head. 

Libanotis has the fmell and tafte of the Seed of Angelica. 

Sium oiApmmpalufire foLOhlongk has an odor of Bitumen on 
ail the Plant. 

ThyfFelinum is Bitter, Ingrate and Acrid. 

TheDeco£lion of Angelica Roots are bitterifli, Aromatic, Acrid, 
and of a yellowifti Colour. 

Imperatoria Roots decoded fmelled like Angelica^ and tailed 
very Bitter and Acrid •, of a green Colour. 

6. The Sweet, Acrid, Terebinthinate and Styptic. 

Calamus^ 'Narlm^ Cyperus^ agree in their Diuretic, Carmina- 
tive and Emmenagogue virtue, and their Stypticity, ilfc. 

Calamus refembles a Reed^ it is an Jcorus^ the Tafte refetijf 
bles the Turpentine Plants, as well as its Cones. 

Juncus odoratus is a Ruih, with the fmell of a Rofe, when rub- 
bed of a Burning, Acrid, Aromatic and Bitterifti Tafle. 

Cyperuf is of a pleafant Odor, like Lign. Aloes whilft it flow- 
ers, and of an Acrid, Aromatic, Bitterifh, Styptic Taite. 

JViz/'J//x refembles the flavor o^ Cyperus -^'ixs Bitteri(h,Aftringent, 
Acrid and Aromatic. 

The Roots of Cyperus are uled for Nardus. 

There is fome toetor mValerian^ Afurum^ Serpent aria ^ whofe 
Roots have a little Sweetnefs, with a Terebinthinate Bitter Acrid, 
and all of them refemble Spikenard odork gravitate^ and have the 
fame Diuretic, Carminative, Emmenagogue Vertue, andj are 
proper for Malignant teyersj and a little Styptic. The 



the Red Valerian has a crude Tafte in the Stalks and Leaves, 
the Flowers rubbedTmell like Turpentine-, the Leaves fmell naufe^ 
ous, foetid-, the Roots agree with Spikenard. SpicaCeltka and 
the Flowers of Valerian agree well. 

The Leaves of Wild Valerian boy led in Water yield a crude 
and fetid.Mucilage. 

The Tinfture of the Roots of Valerian, extraSed with Spirit of 
Wine and Sal Armoniac, fines it much. 

The Roots of Afarum are Geniculate as Gralies, and tafte very* 
Acrid, Aromatic and Bitterilh ^ 'tis called Sylveftre Nardum^ and 
for its fimilitude referrible to it. The Antients attributed the fame 
Virtue to Afarum as to AcoruSyh\xtmom intenfe and ftrong. 

Gakn obfcrved that Pi^-^ was an Odorate Root, like Nardum ia 

virtue^. 

Flim obfervedthat Cyperas was a Gladiolm Vulhofa radice^ 
and life the Odor of Nardmn, 

The Decoction o?Afcinmmm greenifh, with a ftrong fmell of 
Spikenard, and Bitterifli Acrid. 

'^ The Deco£tion ol Valerian Roots of the fame Tafte, but pale 
colour, and fmell of Spikenard, J)ut weaker •, they feem to be of 
the fame Clafs. 

7. The Sweet, Fervid Acrid, Bitterifli, and Aromatic like Orris ia 
Tafte. 

The Roots of Orris are Geniculate like Grafs, 

The Bor entitle Roots are bitterilh and' fweet^ and of a burning 
Tafte. 

The Water Flag is burning and ftyptic, but of no fmell ^ the 
Flowers of common Orris have an ill fmell, tho the Roots be Aro^ 
matic. The whole Herb fmells like Eider whilft 'tis frefti bruifed^ 
but when dry 'tis Odorate 5 it gives a Rasberry Tafte to Drinks, 
and purges. 

The great Galangal is Aromatic, Acrid, Burning and Bitterifh •, 
the Roots alfo geniculate, odorate •, in form like Cyperus.. 

The Roots of Acorus are geniculate, acrid, burning, bitterifh 
and aromatic •, it refembles Orris both in Leaves and Roots.

The Roots of Comra/erva fmeli like Fig-leaves, are illie Orris 
lloois in figure, they being chewed.; taite Iweet, aroma tic and

Cardamamum has the Stalk and Leaves of a Reed, the Seeds in 
codsof a burning^ acrid, bitterilh, aromatic Taite. 

Amomum by its ''external figure and virtue agrees with drdamP- 
mim^ •, fome reckon it like ilcorus. 

Grami Faradifi are of a foetid -and aromatic Ta'fte, betwixt Car- 
damoms and Pepper, and agrees Vv^idi the fame in verruein Paraly* 
tic cafes.. 

The Grains ofParadice infuled in Wine gives the odor of Quinces. 
Salmm. 

The^Roots of our yellow Flag are large and reddifh^ our Coun- 
trymen fcrape them and pound them, then mix them with Milk, 
and give them twice to a Dog, as an infallible Medicine, againft 
the bite of a Mad Dog. A perfon who took them told me they 
did not purge, but tailed very rough; The Decoftion is otalreddifli 
colour, and rough. 

8- The Sweet Mucilaginous Pea- tafles, or Legumens. 

I bovled Vkia |} in tbj of Water to Itp, which tailed fweet and 
crude ityptic, the colour was pale and gteenifti. 

I boy led Lens Falufirk in the lame manner, and found the De-. 
coClion of a turbid colour, and reddilh like Mum 5 it is a Legu- 
men by this Intenfe Colour, as well as h^ the Tafle, which was 
Sweetifli, Subacrid and Styptic. Note, that Snails and other In^ 
fe8:s are ufuaily mixt with it. 

I boyled Lagopms in the fame quantity as the other 5 the Tafle 
of the DecoGion was flyptic, crude and bituminous. 

The Caries Lenfmm is Hyptic and binding % the Seed of it mu- 
cilaginous and loofening % and this breeds an ill, iatulent and 
crude Juice, obflru8:ing tiie circulation of the Biood and Spirits, 
injurious to the Sight and Menfes •, and by their flatulency pro- 
ducing turbulent Dreams*

I boy led Broom Ij in Water ftj to tb(5,.the Tafte w^as moderately 
bitter, fweet and ftyptic, not naufeous, and without any heat I 

I hoyled of Gemfta Spmofa routes fj in fcj of Water to |fef5, 
the Colour was like Small Beer, the Tafte mocilaginous, ftyptio, 
without any great bitterifhnefs or acrimony ^ the Eoot taftes bit- 
terifti, mucilaginous, ftyptic^. it may be proper for the Stone by 
thofeTaftes, andforFluxes. 

The Leaves o£BrMfcr/s have the fmcll of Broom w^hen bruifed, 
and its bitterifhnefs and* ftypticity and fA^eetnels, and are fubacrid|

Xeguminous Tafte.

Mefm oblerves that Pfyllmm has contiary Virtues : 'tis < f a mucilag^- 
tious, acrid and nauleom Tafte: The J/e^A is hot and exiilcerating; 
the Cortex is moyftening and cooling. 

Gojjlpwm is a Plant like Linum, both in Leaves, Flower and Stalk. 

There is a bitternels in LmarU A^orfon. ^Lmarm is by its Flower of 
the Leguminous Clafs,and probably Linum is of thefamejtho the Flowers 
diiagree, being like it in Leaves. 

Linleed has the fame virtue as Fennugreeke, which is a Legumen. The 
Leaves of Flax are gummofe and-bitterifh, lubacrid* the Flowers are jP^;?- 
tdpetalij vdiich differ from the Legmucus.
